There is every reason for optimism concerning plans 
for a new Union, SEC Cliairman Stuart Smith declared at 
an unofficial meeting of the Students' Society yesterday. 

dum, which will approach all 
students directly. The ballot for 
the referendum would be handed 
out at the . same time as those 
for the election of the Student 
Society President. ^ 

Several questions were raised 
conccrnins the proposed NFCUS 
bursary plan. Morty Zuckerman, 
chairman of NFCUS at McGlll. 
was aslccd where the money for 
these bursaries will come from, 
considering that the federal gov- 
ernment has claimed that it lacks 
the necessary funds. 

Zuckerman» . replied that - be 
thought the finances should come 
out of general taxation, including 
tariffs and customs duties. He 
proposed that in the ca5e of Que- 
bec, for example, the funds 
should come from combined fed* 
cral-provindal resources. 
ARTS EXCLUDED 
The question was raised as to 
why Arts students are ineligible 
for provincial bursaries in Que- 
bec. Smith answered that at a 
NFCUS 'meeting in Sher>rooke, 
he' had helped work out a brief 
to the Prime Minister, part of 
which had to do with this appar- 
ent discrimination against Arts- 
men. ; . ^ - \

The meeting attracted only 
about . 100 students, one-third 
the number-required foria^quo» 
mm. Inliddltioh to the plans for 
a new Union, the.NFCOS bur- 
sary program was considered; va- 
rious constitutional amendments, 
which had been. on the agenda, 
could not be proposed -because 
the mcetii^g had no power to 
pass them. 

Replying to a question from 
the floor. Smith outlined the pro- 
blems facing the erection of a 
new Union. He mentioned the 
contusion which had arisen over 
the -site of the 'building; 

CONFUSION , :V 

"At first, we were to have a 
site on ililton street, but the 
University traded that for the 
Presbyterian college. Although 
the MAUT has protested the use 
of the site of the Presbyterian 
College for a Union, we have the 
assurances of Mr. F^illcr, head 
of the Board of Governors com- 
mittee for a new Union, that it 
will indeed be ilie new sitç." 

Smith added that he had every 
confidence that the SEC's New 
Union committee, headed by Nor- 
man May, would procure the 
best possible architects. 

He approved of the recent de- 
monstration by Architecture stu- 
dents. "The AUS deserves our 
congratulations,'! he . said. '-Thëir 
brief will be brought before the 
Board of Governors at their next 
meeting, this Monday." 

Smith later said that the "best 
guess" he could make as to when 
a new Students' Union might be 
completed is "in about two and 
t half or three years." 

Concerning the constitutional 
amendments, Smith revealed 
that, since the< Students' Society 
open maetlng has failed, the 
latest plan calls for a referen-

♦ In a special interview with the Daily yesterday the three' candidates for Pre- 
sident of the Students' Society explained .t heir , election "platform.s. 



' David Angus, "B.C.L. 1, used 
three words to outline his elec- 
tion platform: A) Assess, B) 
Bridge, C) Construct. Angus 
"assesses" the problem as one- of 
a lack of liaison between the' 
students and the administration, 
the- studènts.-.and;the; professors, 
and between; the students them- 
selves. He went on to say "Dur- 
ing the past year I have liecome 
deeply disturbed about the lack 
of communicatioa between groups 
of the McGill community. This 
lack of liaison has left a gap 
.such that students and professera 
have had little to say in major 
decisions concerning future plan- 
ning for the university. 

BRIDGE CAP 

"I intend to bridge tliis gap by 
establishing a student-admuiistra- 
tion ' liaison committee pf - mem- 
bers representing all facets" of 
campus activity. I also plan, in 
view of the fact that there are 
now more than 1,000 foreign stu- 
dents at McGill to amend the 
SEC constitution to allow a for- 
eigd students' representative to 
i<£6ilNoniCounciL l vtsuallza this 



member as- the Chairman -of the 
International Students' Associa- 
tion." 

Angus stressed the importance 
of a public relations programme 
to bridge the ^'gap:{betifieea-i<tbe 
university and the publié. He aUo 
plans -tO' establish a faculty ad- 
ylser-system at McGill for first, 
and -second year students'so that 
each 'Would' be assigned to a pro- 
fessor who would guide him in 
bis choice of course. 

Rolierl Carswell, B.C.L. 1, stres. 
sed the need for a new Union. 
He said that a massive public 
relations {trogramme - is' essential 
for this goal to. be.-achieved in 
Um near future. 

F. M. STATION . ^ 

Carswell also advocated the 
establishment of an F. M. radlo 
station at McGill. This .radio sta- 
tion would be operated from the 
top floor of the Union, and the 
programme content would be dic- 
tated I)y student Interests. He 
said that the artistic staff would 
ha taken from the producers of 
this year's Old McGill radio pro- 
gramme, and that several electri- 



cal engineering students. had ex- 
pressed interest in working on 
the technical staff. 

One of the main points of Cars- 
well's, platform is Increased sup- 
port of the l.S.A. He proposes 
distributing special news -leaflets 
to ; all V out-of-town-'Studenls -t at 
registration. Included ' ' In these 
phamplets would < be the^-naines 
of all campus clubs and the times 
and places of their first meetings 
so that these students will be 
able to become acquainted with 
campus activities more easily. 

Decentralization of the' . Stu- 
dènts' Executive Council,, a . pro- 
gramme for the Old Union, and 
compulsory reports v from the 
chairman of major campus acti- 
vities are also included in Cars- 
well's platform. 

Phillip DeZwIrek, B.C.L. 1, is 
proposing that the students from 
the School of Architecture should 
approve the plans submitted by 
the University's architects tor the 
New Union.

If elected, ha intends to 'see 
that effective steps are taken to 
(Continuei on Page 2) 



of the B.A. student to chose who 
are preparing for a profession, 
"When training for a profession 
the task is relatively easy, ^the 
aim is single" he said. 

He discussed the term "general 
or liberal B.A."" and stated that 
the liberality of a subject is de- 
pendent upon its reception and 
its teaching. 

DIVERSITY 

The Dean gave three reasons 
for the diversity of subjects that 
fall under the Arts curriculum. 
The one was that- of . "sheer 
growth in knowledge", and that 
it is difficult to decide what must 
be added to a course, and what 
must be removed. He used the 
changing emphasis that must be 
placed on a history course ac- 
cording to the times as an exam- 
ple, r 

The other causes are that o( 
a "desire, for. hew subjects" as 
exemplified by the tomparalivèly 
new subject covered by the de- 
partments of economics and com- 
merce, and the "character of the 
university staff". He explained 
the last' reason by pointing out 
that members of the staff are 
specialists and would pursue a 



specialty, and courses would sub- 
sequently be offered in this spe- 
cialty. 

RESULT 

A result of this diversity Is- 
that the B.A. dcgreé as offered 
bv McGill "has been at one tima 
the stiffest and the easiest" ho 
said. 

The Dean continued that ono 
degree would be just "a high- 
school plus finishing school" and 
another left the student no tima 
for anything else except his stu- 
dies, "ail this under the um- 
brella of the B..\. degree", he . 
remarked. 

The new system offers "a libe- 
ralizing of the early years, and 
the student coming to us will not 
have it easier In his first year, 
but he_ will be enabled io de- 
monstrate bis capacity for uni- 
versity. * -•

Kd'i note;' T/iiJ month'g NATO LETTER corrie* the 
iollovoitig analym oj the DtcXaration issued on 8 Decem- 
ber 1960, after a three iceefc Moscoto irieetintf of 81 Com- 
munist parties. , ' 

Thotigh the Moscow conference was convened as 
a- result of the dispute between the Soviet Union and 
China, the Declaration should not be viewed prima- 
rily in the context of this di.sp»ite. It is true that the 
differing positions on doctrinal matters between the 
two States ate reflected in the Declaration and prac- 
tice will 'show the extent to which these differences 
have been reconciled. But it. should be emphasized 
that even if they are not reconciled there. can be no 
(luestion of a break between China and the Soviet 
Union in the foreseeable future. 

^yhai differences extet are on the means, not on 
the ends, of policy. Bolh cO}intriif are, committed to 
imposing the communiât iyatem on the re$t - of the 
world ; it is on thé means of achieving this, and tho 
speed with which it .should be achieved, that China ' 
and the Soviet Union have differed. 

Rather should thé Moscow meeting of the eom- 
viunist parties be seen as apartial revival of the Com- 
intern. In its new guise, however, it is not just ah obe- 
dient tool of the Soviet leader, as it was in Stalin's 
time ; it now has two heads, and the statement^shows 
a sharp increase in China's influence, which seems 
likely to increa.se. This need not limit its effectiveness. 

The analogy, with, the. Comintern is, strengthened 
by the Declaration itself -which' states th&t' similar . 
meetings will be held in future : "When necessary, 
communist and workers' parties hold conferences to 
discuss topical issues, to exchange experiences, to gain 
first-hand knowledge of each other's views and posi- 
tions, to work out unified views by means of consul- 
tations and agreements of joint action in thç struggle 
for common aims ..." ; 

It will be at thes(î conference/, as at the one in 
Moscow in November,} that the guiding line will be 
laid down for the commuhi.st parties in the changing 
circumstances of Asia,' Laltih America and Africa. 

Whatever illusion.s tHre may have been about a 
softening of communist policy towards the free world, 
following Khrushchev's propositions of the non-inevi- 
tjibility of war and peaceful coexistejice, have now 
been dispelled. The Mosqow Declaration of 1960*13 a 
manifesto for the Intensification of the cold war.

He then added that the 
crux of the problem is 'not that 
the students arc staying away 
from student government > but 
rather that the government lias 
moved nway from the students, 
"if elected I will bring the Stu- 
dents' Society back to the stu- 
dents".

W. Henry Pope, former Major in the Canadian Armv, 
will .speak to the McGil! branch of the C.U.C.N.D. on 
Canada'.s Defence Policy today. 



Pope, who resigned from the 
r.mk of Major in Ctinadian Army 
in August, 1959. will advance liis 
views on Cnnnila's miiit.iry poli- 
cies in the Union Club Room at 
1 pm. 

Former Executive Assistant to 
CCF House Leader' Hazen Argue, 
Pope also resigned from this po- 
sition because he disagrees with 
Canadian defence policies. 

CUCND FORMATION 

Pope participali'd, along with 
public figures such as Prof. Frank 
Scott of McGill and Prof. Edward 
McCullagh of SGWU. in the form- 
ative meeting of the, Canadian 
Universities Campaign for Nucle- 
ar Disarmament, held in Novem- 
ber 1959. 

He supports the claim that 
(here is no defence against the hy- 
drogen bomb, and liencc*'"we 
must .conduçt our foreign and mi- 
litary policy so as to reduce the 
possibilities of ' a thermonuclear 
attack". 

He believes "our only defence 
is peace and we should be a neu- 
tral buffer between the United 
.Stales and Russia". Canada, ac- 
cording to Pope, should become 
"a third force" in world politics 



and give up her tight military al- 
liance with the'l/.St 



. Following tonight's première, 
Jean Gascon, Julia Murphy, Ger- 
ry Gross, and Eugene Jousse will 
lead a critical discussion of the 
plays.
